Tell any tale on-him and he would

. him and he would not even smile. 
And this illustration was given to 
show. how people ought to be so dead 
that tales or cursing, or anything else 
would scarcely be noticed. 

But I am not so~sure it is good to 
talk about people, or to them. either 
in a way to hurt their feelings. Every 
one has enough to bear without one 
hurting another. I have read im a 
good book that we should think and 
talk-about things that are true, and 
honest, and just, and pure, and lovely, 
and of good report. And this advice 

‘ was given by one of the strongest 
Christians that ever walked the earth. 
Now, if our thoughts are on these 
things there will .be no time for 
them to wander about on evil things. 


One can elevate or degrade himself 
by his own choice and action. He 
can be-a mote hunter and always 
find soniething-to-criticise and. gloat 
over. He can always be looking for 
things unbecoming and- contrary. to 
Christian practices, and, of course, 
he can find them... A person usually 
finds what he looks for. But 
what kind of _a_. person is it 
that is always ~~looking for 
flaws in others? ‘The person that 
undertakes that can find just what he 
is looking for. No one can be perfect 
in living the life in the judgment of 
that kind of a person. He will be 
sure to find something wrong to look 
at and think about-—-wrong in his es- 
timation, although the other party 
may have a clear conscience and be in 
perfect accord with the Lord. 


People usually talk about what they 
think about, so if they think about 
‘things in the life of a person that are 
pure and honest and lovely they are 
very sure to talk about those good 
things in his life. A certain brother 
in the Church with whom I am ac- 
quainted says and does things occa- 
sionally that seem to grate on the 
conscience of some of the brethren 
and sisters, They do not see how he 
can afford to do that way and talk 
as he goes and enjoy salvation. They 
feel. like it is wrong, and yet he has 
many .good things about ,him. His 
heart is tender, he has great sympathy 
for’ people who are sick or suffering, 
helps the poor when he is able, and-is 
a fine worker in revival services and 
has wept and prayed over many souls 
‘and led them to. Christ. And if a 
balance were made doubtless the good 
would far, outweigh the bad. This is 
not only the c with him but it may 
be that many are in the same box. 
The good will often overbalance the 
bag when rightly considered. 

I have often wondered-why one mis- 
step will create more talk than a -doz- 
en good deeds.

things. And in almost every life there 
are a lot of good things and the good 
will often overbalance the bad when 
rightly Considered. 


Jude tells of a class of people that 
will show up in the last days that 
will make “hard speeches.” We must 
not join their ranks! But I’ve been 
afraid that some of our people might 
get caught by that “hard” spirit and 
maybe make hard speeches and call it 
preaching. I only give this as a hint 
to.the wise for we certainly want to 
put before the people only those things 
that will elevate and edify, and give 
food for good thoughts instead of 
thoughts of evil. _ 

I read a book once which was writ- 
ten by a minister who doubtless had 

ood motivés-in writing it, but the 

contents was an-exposure of certain 
ills and crimes relative to children 
and young people. Jt had a tendency 
te awaken an evil nature instead of a 
good nature. I was then a Christian, 
and I confess it hurt me for many 
days, and some of the things were 
placed indelibly. on my mind and I 
suppose I have wished a thousand 
times I had never read~-that book. In 
fact it furnished food, for thought that 
wag the very reverse of Paul’s exhor- 
tation. In vain I have tried to forget 
it. I would rather think about good 
things: I have often turned a con- 
versation to keep from hearing some 
things that I could detect were coming 
and I did not want to hear them. 


There is a tendency to publish 
abroad reports of a serious nature in a 
kind of, a light way as if the party 
concerned and under reproach had no 
goul to save and was not worthy of 
pity or salvation. This tendency should 
be fought against. If some one has 
fallen under reproach it should be 
taken seriously and every effort made 
to retrieve or restore. such a one in- 
stead of trying to push him on further 
toward hell by treating the matter 
lightly and without due respect for the 
good deeds done before. Jude declares 
that even “Michael, the archangel, 
when contending with the devil he 
disputed about the body of Moses, 
durst not bring against him a railing 
accusation, but said, The Lord rebuke 
thee.” . This is certainly enough to 
teach us that every body is worthy of 
some consideration and respect no 
matter what vile deed they have com- 
mitted. You can win the vilest sinner 
with love and tenderness when you 
can’t touch him by shunning him and 
telling people in a light chaffy sareas- 
tic manner about the reproach he has 
fallen into. The most spiritual people 
will not handle a reproach. (Psalm 15) 
If anything is said about it as a case 
of, necessity it is in a spirit of the 
deepest pity and sorrow: These flip- 
pant, thoughtless expressions should 
cease. At least the~Church of God 
people should be total abstainers, Al- 
ways remember that the good things 
in a person’s life will often overbal- 
ance the bad when rightly considered. 
Don’t throw a person away because he 
is down under some reproach. You 
might be in the same condition if you 
had been thrown in the very same 
path and surrounded with the very 
same circumstances and influences. 


Hard speeches, hard sayings, that 
hurt people are certainly inappropriate 
for use by members of the Church of 
God. ' Terfderness and love and gentle- 
ness. are the Christian characteristics. 
I’ve, héard of some that would lift up 
their skirts and get out of the way of 
some who have brought reproach on 
the worthy name of Christ and His 
beautiful church to keep from even 
speaking to-them, but how are such 
persons to win the souls of those who 
are down and out by those kind of 
actions? Did Jesus do that way? 
You all know He ate with publicans 
and sinners, afid by thus ‘respecting 
them. their hearts were tendered and 
salvation came. to them.

der reproach, try to think of some 
good things that person has done and 
keep them before you rather than the 
other and see if your spiritual life 
does not begin to rise by leaps and 
bounds, See if you do not begin to 
feel a pity and tenderness revolving 
in your breast instead of a hard flip 
pant disposition. Think- about the 
good things and remember that after 
all probably the good in the person’s 
life may overbalance the bad. And 
then you may be more careful] about 
what you say about others.

God dwells a 
mong those folks and some are get- 
ting saved most every service.- They 
don’t Whine if their pastor falls short 
in finance from headquarters, but 
they run in and help out with offer- 
ings. Taey bring meat, flour, lard, 
potatoes, syrup etc., furnish him a 
house, pay light, pnone and gas bills. 
They appreciate their pastor and stand 
by him, and God ‘onors them and 
blesses them for it. I don’t know of 
a more lively church. 

Why saould not other churches do 
the same and thereby get the special 
blessings tat should come your way? 
Deacons, take this up and work it out 
in a systematic way. Insist that fam- 
ilies present eaca week such substan- 
tial articles to your pastor as any 
family uses, such as eggs, butter, 
meat, lard, sugar, syrup etc. The man 
that fills the office of a deacon well, 
gets to himself great boldness in the 
faith. By working under tue above 
plan, you will help tide over’ the 
strain and keep the .ministers on the 
field. They must not let up; many 
can’t go but you can help keep the 
others on the field that can go. May 
God’s special blessings rest on every 
faithful soul. Amen.

The word church or caurches oc- 
curs 109 times in. the New Testament 
and it is generally called tae Church 
of God and of the first-born etc., de- 
noting its divine founder and owner. 
The Church at Corinta, Asia, Galatia 
etc., shows its geograpnical locations. 
Who is the founder of the Caurch? 
We are told that Abraham, “looked 
for a city whica hath foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God.” 
We have come into this gospel dis- 
pensation and it is the Churca of the 
first-bérn. Christ was God manifested 
in the flesh and is the founder and 
builder of tae Church of God. “For 
this man (Christ Jesus) was counted 
worthy of more glory than Moses, in- 
asmtich as he wno hath builded the 
house hath more honour taan_ the 
house.” Heb, 3:3. : 
We find in Matt. 16:18, “And I say 
also, unto thee, That thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock I will build my 


church; and the gates of hell snall 
not prevail against it.” This was 
spoken in A. D. 32 and in 59 the 


apostles said, “e are God’s building.” 
So we see that it was built between 
those dates. 
Who is the foundation? The apostles 
and propaets, Jesus Christ, Himself, 
being the chief corner stone. Read 
Eph. 2:20-22. Also, “Therefore thus 
saith tae Lord God, Behold, I lay in 
Zion for a foundation a stone, a tried 
stone, a sure foundation: he that be- 
lieveth shall not make haste.” Isa. 28: 
16. “For who is God save the Lord? 
or who is a rock save our God?” Psa. 
18:31. “‘For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Carist.” 1 Cor. 3:11. . 
We find that shortly after Pente- 
cost, the Church went into darkness 
or was covered over by Roman 
Catholicism until the seventeenth 
century, when Martin Luther began 
to get a glimpse of her when he saw 
that the just shall live by faith. The 
pQuaker saw her at a distance. The 
Wesleys, Whitefield, Finney and 
many of the ol saints saw her afar 
off;: but since the outpouring of the 
Spirit began, sne is coming forth as 
clear as the sun and as terrible as 
an army with banners never to be hid 
again. . 
While there are many sects in the 
world, we are glad to see the real 
one coming forta. Now, since she has 
come, how may we get into hér? 
Some say we are born into it, while 
others say we are baptized into it, 
Both ways can’t be right. The Word 
says, “And the Lord added to the 
church daily such as should be sav- 
ed.” Acts 2:47. Webster says that add 
means to join. While God does the 
adding, He tas a way of oing it. The 
Lord led the children of Israel out of 
bondage with a strong hand, but-He 
used Moses in doing it. Jesus gave 
Peter the keys, saying, “Whatsoever 
thou saalt bind on- earth shall be 
bound in heaven: and whatsoever

Paul went up to join himself tq the 
Apostles, but they were afraid of him 
uneil Barnabas told them iow he 
preached Jesus to the Jews. Then 
they gave him tie right hand of fel- 
lowship. 

In the fifth chapter of Ephesians, 
we are told that a man should leave 
his father and mother and be joined 
to his wife (become one flesh). This 
is a mystery, but I speak concerning 
Christ and His Church. While Peter 
was given the keys it was for a pur- 
pose, and that was to bind and to 
leose. 

Jesus said, moreover if thy brother 
shall trespass against thee, go and 
tell him fais fault between thee and 
him alone: * * * if he will not hear 
thee, then take with taee one or two 
more; * * * And if he shall neglect to 
hear them, tell it unto tae church.” 
If the curc has no power, why should 
it be carried there? 

Paul said to tae Corinthian church 
(about a certain brother who had 
committed fornication) to put taat 
evil person away from among them 
or, “deliver such an one unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that 
the spirit may be saved in the day of 
the Lord Jesus.” “Purge out therefore 
the old leaven.” Some say you can’t 
turn pople out because their names 
are written down in heaven. [Let us 
see wuat 3 Jno. 9,10 says: “I wrote 
unto the church: but Diotrephes, who 
loveth to nave the preeminence. a- 
mong them, receiveth us not. Where- 
fore, if I come, I will remember his 
deeds whica he doeth, prating against 
us with malicious words: and not 
content therewith neither doth he 
himself receive the brethren, and for- 
biddeth them that would, and casteth 
them out of the chureh.” This looks 
to me as if some one was turned out 
of the church. 

Some people will say.that Jesus 
said to let the tares and wheat grow 
up together, Matt. 13:30. But if you 
will notice in the thirty-eigth verse, 
you will find that He said the field 
was the world. So we see that this 
is not a Scriptute to get behind to 
justify us in keeping sinners in the 
church, 

“Husbands love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; that he might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the wash- 
ing of water by the word, That he 
might present it to himself a glorious 
chuch not having spot, or wrinkle, or 
any such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” Eph. 5: 
25-21. He did not say it was that 
way to start with, byt would be at 
His coming. 
While we feel sure that we have 
the real church, we sould be“loyal to 
te place with which we ae entrusted, 
if-it is elder overseer pastor, evangel- 
ist, deacon or lay member. We should 
strive for the faith once deliveed to 
the saints. 

While the disciples were  tarrying 
for the Holy Ghost, they began to do 
church work. They had their names 
together, being about 120, and cast 
lots to see who should take the plac 
of Judas who fell by transgression. 
The lot fell to Mataias and he was 
numbered with the eleven. 


“And in those days when tae num- 


there arose a murmuring of the Gre- 
cians against the Hebrews, because 
their widows were neglected in the 
daily ministration. TFhen the twelve 
called the multitude of tae disciples 
unto them, and sajd,It‘is not reason 
that we should leave the word of God, 
and serve tables. Wherefore, breth- 
ren, look ye out among you seven men 
of honest eport, full of the Holy Ghost 
and wisdom, whom ye may appoint 
over tais business.” Acts 6:1-3. Some 
will say, “Yes, I believe in a l6cal 
government where each church does 
its own business, but not in Heae- 
quarters some ‘where else.” Let us 
see. In the-fifteenth chapter of Acts, 
we find where certain men came 
down from Judaea and said to the 
brethren, “Except ye be circumcized 
after the manner of Moses, ye can- 
not be saved.” Paul and Barnabas 
could not settle this question in the

There is a class of people here in 
Florida that use water instead of the 
fruit of the vine for sacramental pur- 
poses. I understand that they are pros- 
elytizing and trying to inculcate their 
pernicious doctrine into the minds of 
our Church of God members. I am 
writing this with the hope that it 
might be a‘stay to some that are 
about to be overcome with such doc- 
trine. 

These people are sending out their 
literature and making it look very 
plausible to some that do not know 
what the Bible does say or rather 
what it means. 

Before I proceed, I want to make 
mention or, rather, give a statement 
as-found in one of their tracts. Here 
is the statement: “This ministry was 
revealed unto the Reverend Mrs.— 
in through by the Holy Ghost.” I with- 
hold the name lest it appear too per- 
sonal. I-don’t wonder at them using 
water at the sacrament, since they 
have a woman at the head. -I get from 
good authority that they have a lady 
for their general overseer. Have you 
ever taken time to investigate how 
many false doctrines have been start- 
ed by women, such as the above, 
Christian Science, Seventh Day  Ad- 
ventism, Spiritualism etc? These are 
great cults and are doing much dam- 
age to true Christianity. 

The devil knew from the beginning 
what course to pursue in order to 
wreck the church (spirituality with 
government) in the garden of Eden; 
but I thank God that the women of 
the Chyrch of God of today, have too 
much of the grace of God and wisdom 
to be duped by the devil. They re- 
member Paul’s injunction, “I suffer 
not a woman to teach, nor to usurp 
authority over the man, but to be in 
silence. For Adam was first formed, 
then Eve and Adam was not deceived, 
but the woman being deceived was in 
the transgression.” 1 Tim. 2:12-14. 

_Eve got a revelation that. she should 
receive something contrary to God’s 
instructions, but her revelation hap- 
pened to come from the wrong spirit, 
therefore, the revelation she received 
wrecked the whole human race.— If 
she had first gone to Adam and laid 
her revelation before him for consid- 
eration, he, no doubt, would . have 
called her attention to God’s Word to 
them and saved her of much embar- 
ragsment. 

Many of her daughters are rising up 
today and saying, “I have a revelation 
and I insist on putting it into action,” 
without having her revelation properly 
weighed and are therefore causing 
much perplexity in unwary souls. 
Such is the case concerning the above 
“New Revelation” received and pro- 
claimed by the above mentioned 
daughter of Eve. 

They insist on using water at the 
sacrament, saying that Jesus used it. 
Then they will refer you to the in- 
structions that Jesus gave the dis- 
ciples, “Go ye into the city, and there 
shall meet you aman bearing a 
pitcher of water: follow him.” Mark 
14:18. Then say, “Yes, sir, He used 
water for that man carried them a 
pitcher full.” 

There isn’t any evidence that this 
man knew they were coming. The 
man having a pitcher of water was the 
sign to the disciples and they were 
to follow him. By so doing, they were 
able to find the house and then ask for 
the room, Jesus knew the man’s dis- 
position and knew they could get the 
room. So I say that the man did not 
know they were coming and, therefore, 
was not carrying. the water for them 
but for his own use. The disciples 
found the large upper room as de 
seribed with the necessary furniture, 
but if there were anything else needed 
in the room, the disciples carried it 
up for Jesus’ last words to them were, 
“There make ready:” that is, get the 
lamb slain and put it in.the upper 
room; get the bread ready and also 
water for-it had to be used in cooking 
and in feetwashing. So, Sister Eve, 
I am persuaded, after a perusal of 
God’s Word, that your revelation . is 
wrong. 

I understand that some of the fob 
lowers of, this Sister Eve will not eat 
grapes, sdying that God forbids the 
usé of wine, or the fruit of the vine 
in any way. . Here they refer you to 
the vine of Sodom in Deut. 32:32, 33, 
which doesn’t apply to the subject in 
question at all. We admit that fer- 
mented wine is forbidden, but the juice 
of the grape is not fermented. Let 
us see if God sanctions the use of 
grape juice. Let us go back to the 12th 
verse of your 32nd chapter of Deuter- 
onomy. Read it and you will~ find 
that “when there was no strange god 
with Israel, that God fed them with 
honey out of the rock, also butter, 
milk and the fat of lambs. Is_ that 
all? Read on, “and thou didst drink 
the pure.blood of the grape.” Deut. 32: 
14. Also, “when thou comest into thy 
neighbor’s vineyard, then thou mayest 
eat grapes thy fill.” Deut. 23:24. 

There are many more Scriptures on 
this but these are enough for this 
thought. - Now, did you notice in one 
of the above. Scriptures that the Lord 
called the juice of, the grape, the blood 
of the grape? Grape juice, all through 
the Bible, is taken to represent blood. 

“Wherefore art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him 
that treadeth the winefat?” Here is 
His answer: “I have trodden the 
winepress alone; * * * I will tread 
them in mine anger, * * * and their 
blood shall be sprinkled, upon my 
garments, and I will stain all my 
raiment.” Isa. 63:2, 3. Can we not 
plainly see by the above Scriptures, 
that-wine represents blood? Wine 
from the Bible standpoint, does not 
always mean fermented juice but it 
means the juice of the fruit whether 
it is fermented or not. Water does 
not, in any instance, represent blood. 

After the passover, Jesus took the 
bread and broke it, and gave them to 
understand that this was an emblem 
of His broken body; not actually His 
body, as the Catholics have it, but an 
emblem; something that shows forth 
His death or body broken for us. 
Therefore, if broken bread was an em- 
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blood. What could more fitly do this 
than the red wine of the grape? 
Could water? You see at once that it 
could not. 


We find in three different. Scriptures 
where Jesus said it was the fruit of 
the vine that was in the cup. He 
said, “Drink this in remembrance of 
me;” which means; “As you 100k 
down into this cup and see the red 
fruit of the vine, and take it to your 
lips and drink it, you will remember 
this great event of my blood being 
shed for you.” 

Jesus drank of the wine and then 
gave it to thd disciples and said, “I 
will drink no more of the fruit of the 
| vine, until that day that I drink it 
|new in the Kingdom of God. ‘Then 
\there will be plenty of grapes so they 
can drink it with Him. In the Mil 
‘lenium they will plant and raise 
| Vineyards. -Now, notice, He wasn’t to 
'drink- of this cup any more till He 
{came back te this earth. Do you sup- 
pose that He never drank any more 
water after the supper that night? 
While He was under the strain of the 
court, losing sleep would naturally 
make Him nervous and thirsty. He 
said at the cross, “I thirst.” Do you 
suppose He drank no more water? I'm 
persuaded that He did, Luke said 
there were witnesses that they ate 
and drank with Him after he arose 
from the dead, xacis 10:41. I am 
‘sure it’ wasn’t the fruit of the vine 
they drank with Him, because He 
said He would not drink it any more 
rtill He drank it with them in the 
kingdom.
